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SUDAN IRRIGATION. 


THE BOR-SOBAT CUT. 


AN AMPLE FALL DISCOVERED. 


A discovery of the greatest importance for 
the future of the Sudan, and in fact of the 
Nile Valley generally, has just been made by 
the Sadan Irrigation Service. For some time 
past a preliminary survey of the country to be 
traversed by the proposed new channel between 
Bor and the Sobat has been made, and the 
result is that it has been proved that there 
isan ample fall between these two points. The 
enormous importance of this factor it would 
be difficult to over-estimate, for it shows that 
it will eventually be possible to satisfactorily 


{solve the problem of preventing the present 


wastage of the Upper Nile discharge in sum- 
mer, whereby the entire volame of 600 to 700 
metres cube per second, which annually passes 
Lado/during the dry season, will be conveyed 
tothe White Nile with comparatively little 
loss. Iu other words, 50 per cent. should be 
added to the discharge of the river at Khar- 
toum. 

The originator of the megnificent idea of 
excavating an entirely new chanrel for the 
summer water of the Upper Nile, in an align- 
ment running nearly due north and south from 
Bor to the Sobat junction on the White Nile, 
is Mr. J. 8. Beresford, late Inspeotor-General of 
Irrigation in India, who advocated the scheme 
in & conversation with Sir William Garstin, as 
is stated by the latter in the introdaction to 
his monumental report on the basin of the 
Upper Nile. The distance from Bor to the 
Sobat bythe new channel is 840 kilometres, 
but from Bor to the Sobat vid the Bahr el- 
Gebel and Lake No. is 710 kilometres and vid 
the Bahr el-Zaraf is 650-kilometres.The question 
arose whether, with such a redaction in the 
distance traversed by the water, the inorease 
in slope in the new channel would not be so 
great as, to render navigation impossible, Bat 
the ‘survey has disproved there hypothetical 
difficulties and has shown that Mr. Beresford’s 
scheme is quite feasable. 

Everything depended on this question of 
the levels for if there had been a great diffar- 
ence in the levels the scheme would have been 
rendered impossible except by the construction 
of a series of locks and regolators, which, in 
such a remote region, would have been almost 
impossible. As Sir William Garstin said in his 
report: “The first and the most argent necessity 
is & survey anda line of leyel across country 
from the Sobat junction to the point where the 
high bank abats upon the Nile at Bor. Until 
this work has been completed itis useless to 
go into any farther detail, all that can be said 
is that the scheme upor paper looks a feasible 
onée,-and that should it prove to be so the 
advantages that would result from its execution 
are so great that it is worth a very considerable 
sacrifice of money avd labour-to secure such 


‘4 great and lasting benefit to Egypt ‘and the 


Northern Sadan.” : 

As soon therefore as the Egyptian ae 
ment decided to establish a permanent Irfiga 
tion Service in the Sadan the atady of Mr. 
Bergsford's project took precedence over all 
othe in that region. The preliminary survey 
is now just completed, with the result that the 
fall has been found to be ample. Should the 
levelled survey have proved the echeme to be 
impossible then the qnestion would have 
arisen of selecting either the Bahr el-Gebel 
or the Bahr el-Zaraf for improvements, bat 
neither of these alternatives would be such 
an effectual remedy as the new channel, for 
the immense advantages to be realised by 
leaving the great swamps of the White Nile 
altogether to one side and conveying water to 
the north in a well-constructed and fully- 
controlled channel are so evident that they can 


be understood by all. Sach a work as the| 


excavation of this channel could only, owing to 
‘he impossibility of obtaining labour, be execnt- 
ed by machinery. Powerful excavators would 
be indispensable, and workmight be commenced 
at either end and be carried on simultaneously. 
It could probably be completed wi:hin a shorter 
period of time than that reqnisite for the remo- 
delling of either the Bahr-el-Zaraf or the Babr- 
el-Ghezs!, The Government will probably con- 
sider that the best way of executing the work 
will be by giving it to some large contracting 
firm. The opening of the new line from the 
Nile to the Red Sea will considerably facilitate 
the great undertaking by reducing the ptohibit- 
ive price of coal, for without cheap coal the 
work would, even if practicable, have been 
delayed interminably. 

The work may not be undertaken for some 
years to come, but it is a great step forward 
to have discovered that the levels show that 
ths scheme is feasible, and Mr. Beresford is to 
be heartily congratulated on having originated 
the great project of ravolutionising the most 
celebrated waterway in the world by diverting 
it into a new channel. As soon as this of anne!
